Collapsible flower pot covering made of plastic for potted plants 
Description: 

The innovation concerns a collapsible flower pot covering made of plastic to accommodate and 
to improve the visual appearance of potted plants, briefly referred to as a collapsible flower pot 
covering. 

The known flower pot coverings, which serve the general purpose of concealing bottom pan of 
the potted plant considered to be basically unattractive, i.e., the pot and to give the entire object a 
visually appealing image, all have the very significant disadvantage that they are designed 
absolutely stable in shape and consequently cannot be altered in their size and the resultant space 
requirement. Since all known flowerpot coverings are also so permanently shaped that as a rule 
they cannot be stacked at all or only in small quantities - as a result of inadequate conical shape, 
or undercuts, they prove to be very space-consuming, a fact that is very disadvantageous in 
transport and also in storage. This space requirement of the known flower pot coverings also has 
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a very negative effect in the florist trade since space is already very limited in this sector and 
there is a lack of space for storage as well as space for sales display of such pots. 

Consequently, according to the innovation, a collapsible flower pot covering is proposed which, 
in its folded state, is a fraction of its original size and accordingly requires little space, meaning 
that the collapsible flower pot covering takes a minimum of space for transport and storage. 

The novelty according to the invention thus provides that the collapsible flowerpot covering 
consists of a soft-film sheath into which one desirable shaped ring each made of an appropriate 
material, preferably a hard PVC, is inserted in its upper and lower part, respectively, whereby the 
size and shape of the rings are selected such that during the collapsing of the flower pot covering, 
the smaller ring can be tucked inside the larger one. In contrast, during use of the collapsible 
flower pot covering, the two rings are pushed away from each other in an appropriate, variant 
manner, - for example, by clamping in of webs made of wire or plastic, or the like whereby the 
sheath itself is tightened and the collapsible flower pot covering is given its desired shape. 

However, upon removal of the tension webs the rings automatically fall together and produce the 
desired effect that the collapsible flower pot covering collapses to a fraction of its normal size. 
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The soft film wall of the collapsible flower pot covering may be obtained as desired in the 
thickness of its material, its color, or other embodiments; the rings may also be shaped 
appropriately and obtained in any width and strength. 

It is also possible to use collapsible flower pot coverings designed in this manner as lamp shades 
or the like, with slight appropriate alterations. 
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Claim [sic] 

1 . A collapsible flower pot covering made of plastic for potted plants, characterized in that- 
one appropriately designed ring each is inserted on the upper and lower end in a sheath 
made of soft film and these rings are pushed away from each other by tension webs of any 
type, thus giving the collapsible flower pot covering its desired shape. 

2. The collapsible flower pot covering according to Claim 1 , characterized in that after 
removal of the tension webs it can be tucked inside itself and thus reduced to a fraction of 
its normal size. 

3. The collapsible flower pot covering according to Claims 1 and 2, characterized in that it 
can also be used as a lamp shade, or the like with slight alterations.
